Method 



Funds for WFo SP and MS 


The specific document which outlines the basic points developed, 
below is GA»72 of Jiay 2, 1959» 'Kiis in8tru.ction should be read in 
conjunction with CA-1005 of July 30,, 1959, ■^Mch describes the re-^ 
quireffl.ents of the agencies cited above in terms of voluntary selection 
for them and and surnsnarizes the amounts of money each agency has 
authorized to field posts, m has provided fends to all PO posnsj if 
publication needs of SP and MS can be filled by posts to which no SP 
or AMS funds have, been authorized,, this information shorild be brough 
to the attention of ICD/FP, 


This year, each specific order that you- receive contains its own 
authorization for funds. You wl.ll not have a *’block" of funds for 
both specific orders and "selection'* items as last year. Ml fends 
actmlly remain under Deps>rt.ment control and^ since this is a cenural 
working fund, you are not faced with the problem of obl^.ga , ,ng mon ,es 
out of S & E funds at the post. Instead^ there is merely a simple debit 
against the central fund in Washington when (but onl.y when) an item is 
aet-oally purchased^ e,g,,, on a five-itera order,, where you pur-3.3ase four -■ 

items

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items at once tut find timt the fifth von’t he on the mrteet for 
another month or the four items actually hou^at are charged 

against the central 'fiind^ but the fifth has no effect on the 

fund at all until it is actually purchased. This has an interesting 
effect on the fiseal-^year-end pro'blera; it ceases to he a prohleai.. 

■Bmt iS;, if you had received the above order in^ let us sajr^ late 
Juner, 1960^ the four inmedlately available iteffis would he purchased 
on the spot out of FT 6'0 funds. fifth item,, availahle in, irdd- 

Axsgust let us say^ wo^Jld simply he pm‘chased out of FI 6l funds 
(without any need fof special authorization from Washington) as if 
you had just received the order that day. Ihus^ there is no carry- 
ing over of ”ohligated" funds even at tha close of the Fiscal Year. 

Of course^ simply to help us idehtlfy the the FI 6l voucher 

woiild list this item, as "Item 5» WF 10/60^ $7*25^'* and the sam.e 
voucher might list items from other 1*^' 60 or FY 61 oi’ders. In short;, 
from your standpoint^ it*s almost as if there was no such thing as 
a Fiscal Year-Endi an item eo'ald he hou^t even two or three years 
after we had requested it without requiring any further axrthorization 
than th,e original request^ and hou^t out of current fluids as if it 
were an order just received. . From a, practical standpoint;, of course^ 
if you notified us that an it©a would not he availahle for a consider- 
able time;, we would prohahly instruct you to let the matter drop. So 
Biueh for specific orders. 

Fttfids for "selection" activity have heen authorized separately. 

At certain posts these amounts m.ay appear smaller than last yearj 
hut actxsally the reverse is true since you will not he charging the 
specific orders against selection funds hut will use sitch funds 
exclusively for selection activity. If you feel the .need for an 
increase in the WF authorization^, or initial SP and AMS fimd arithor- 
izattons^ at any time during t|j.e year^, write or wire "as as appropriate 

and fttrjds 
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and funds 17111 be promptly provided. The selection funds which 
have been authorized to date are to be considered Initial funds 
only and not restrictive in any sense, particularly in the case 
of WF, If you can use the money, these amounts can be readily 
increased. 

We would like you to keep Graphics funds, and SP, WF, AMS 
funds quite separate. Normally^ we'd prefer that you not use one 
fund for another agency or purpose even when pressed for cash to 
get some items that may be unavailable in a week or two. We have 
not provided you with any "selection" money for graphics procurement. 
If you now feel that you can use some, let us know and we'll provide 
you with a small "kitty" for immediate necessities. On the other 
hand, if you are not sure of any immediate need, you can always notify 
us of a desirable item you’d like to purchase (telling us how much 
you'd need for this) and let us send you the necessary funds by 
return OM. 

Annual Renewal Lists 


[The preparation of lists indicating renewal orders of current 
subscriptions to newspapers and periodicals is' under way. The EE 
posts, most of which face very early target dates for submitting 
renewal orders to foreign outlets and dealers, are again being given 
priority treatment in drawing up these lists. The USSR list has 
been completed and sent to PO Moscow, with portions of the list to 
PC's in Berlin, Paris, and Warsaw. The European and Far East Satel- 
lite lists are approaching completion.

PL 480 Program 

Action on revised Library of Congress and Watloml Science 
Foundation budget estimates submitted for FY 19^0 was postponed in 
Jxine until January I 961 by the Senate Appropriations Conmlttee, 
which requested submission of new PL 480 budget estimates at that 
time that will take into consideration -mrious objections and new 
factors brou^t out in the Congressional hearings. At the moment— 
and subject to change as levels of PL funds available in different 
coimtries fluctuate- -some of the countries in which programs ml^t 
eventually develop are Brazil;, India;, Israel^ Indonesia^ Pakistan, 
Poland, Spain, the United Arab Republic and Yugoslavia, 

With funds previously authorized, the National Science Foundation 
has been able to proceed actively with its pilot project in Israel, 
conclude contract negotiations in Poland for translation of Polish- 
language publications, and progress well with contract negotiations 
in Yugoslavia. Over 10,000 pages of translations of Russian language 
publications have been done so far in Israel, and a change being made 
In the contract, there will include printing of ^00 to 1,100 copies 
of translations. The contract in Poland is for 19,000 pages of 
translations .
